He reviewed its vacillating course upon 
finance, and maintained that the Democratic 
party camped every four years upon the spot 
which had been occupied by the Repub- 
licans during the four years preceding. He 
ridiculed the inconsistencies of the Demo- 
cratic position on the finance question, and 
sharply contrasted the tonflicting declara- 
tions of their State and National platforms, 
and the speeches for their leaders. He 
showed how the Democratic party had 
been successfully driven, step by 
step, from à radical Greenback or Inflation 
poliey to the practical advocacy of a Angle 
standard; how it had tried to win popular 
favor by opposing resumption and recom- 
mending the repeal of the Resumption act, 
and, beaten at that, how it, in the next cam- 
paign, had indorsed the most radical of re- 
sumption views.

AN OLD CAMPAIGN FLAG

him at every point. Mr. Weaver passed in 
review the history of the Greenback and 
Democratic campaign, and mercilesly ex- 
posed the weakhess and blunders of the 
Democracy. 

HE CHARGED THEM WITH 
incapacity, with hypocrisy, with double- 
dealing, with bribery, corruption, and for- 
gery. He declared that the Democrats had 
forged the letter to which Weaver’s signa- 
ture was. attached in the critical period of 
the campaign prior tothe Indiana election.

I addressed myself .-to a man 
who appears to be lacking in the qualities of 
a gentleman, as he showed himself to be 
during the campaign.” Mr. Weaver, still 
apparently in good humor, said that Sparks

Sparks quickly retorted with the wo fds,

which he occupied on the broad aisle, near 
the area in front of the Speaker’s desk, rap- 
idly towards Sparks, in a very defiant and 
threatenſng manner. There can be no doubt 
as to what Weaver's intentions were. He 
intended to make a personal assault upon 
Sparks, as the dozen men who instantly seized 
him will testify,for he made terrible struggles 
to be released, and, with somewhat vigor- 
ous oaths,demanded that he should be let go. 


SPARKS, MEANWHILE, 
did not start towards Weaver. O e con- 


trary, he tose quickly in his place n one of 
the front seats facing the area, with his 
cheeks quite blanched, and seized the back 
of a chair, as. if he intended to use it asa 
weapon. Townshend, of Illinois, seized 
Sparks, but he had very little difficulty in 
holding him. Indeed, a spectator in the 
gallery remarked that it seemed to require 
twenty men to bold Weaver, while 
one easily held Sparks. The little 
faction of Greenbackers was quite disposed 
to allow Weaver to have an encounter with 
Sparks... The tall, giant form of Jones, of 
Texas, was noticed above the crowd, plung- 
ing along as if he himself wished to tear 
Sparks in pieces. He ran down the aisle, 
pulling off his coat as he came, and struck at 
Sparks over the heads of half a dozen inter- 
vening members. His arm seemed to be ten 
feet long as he did so, but, even then, it 
failed to reach. Jones, as well as Weaver, 
was seized and carried back. Lowe, Green- 
backer, of Alabama, a man of very great 
courage and an athlete in frame, was heard 
to say to those who were holding Weaver: 
Let him go! Let him go!” But the mem- 
bers remonstrated with Weaver that he 
ought not to disgrace himself and his family, 
and by force raised him from the floor and 
fairly carried him back to his seat. 


MR. AVER’S STRUGGLE 
with those who were holding him lasted 


fully a minute, and he dragged those 
who first seized upon him some dis- 
tance before his Progress could be 
checked, Meanwhile, although Sparks did 
not go into the aisle where he could have 
easily met Weaver before any friends could 
have interfered, was heard to mutter be- 
tween his teeth, in the hight of passion, as 
he clenched the back of his chair, “ Let the

THE SCENE WHICH FOLLOWED 

was a very turbulent one. Cries like these 
came up from all parts of the hall: Foul 
murder will be doe!“ Let them fight!” 
Put him ont!” Give him one, for luck!” 
and other epithets which cannot be repeated 
in a respectable. newspaper, but which 
could, be picked up at a dog fight. 
In the meantime, the reporters, pages, and 
clerks had been driven from their places. 
The Associated Press reporter had gathered 
up his sheets and escaped, his table being 
knocked over in the mé@iée. Speaker Ran- 
dall ran for the Chair, which the helpless 
Covert gladly surrendered, and the Sergeant- 
at-Arms was commanded to arrest the disor- 
derly members. John G. Thompson paraded 


the gilded mace up and down the aisles, and 


peace was soon restored. The Speaker,inalow 
voice, suggested that some one should move 
that the Committee rise, so that they could 


adjourn. 
TECHNICALLY, 

the matter cannot be brought before the 
House, as the Chairman of the Committee of 
the Whole did not report the proceedings to 
House, and it is too late to move that the 
records be taken down after other business 
has intervened.

Although he is Chairman of the Mili- 
tary Committee, he is not the kind 


of man to send a challenge. He 


uses the Northern vernacular, however, and 
says, in the language Of the street, I can 
Whip him.“ Weaver has not spoken his last 
word in the matter, for, in the midst of the 
excitement, he was cool enough, and the only 
man who seemed to be cool enough, to get 
the Speaker’s eye, and to say that he would 
yield toa motion that the Committee rise, 
adding, significantly, that he wished it to be 
understood that he held the floor and yielded 
for that purpose. 
THIS 18 * IN THE YEAR 
that Sparks, of Illinois, has been the central 
figure of a disgraceful parliamentary scene, 
and the second time that he has used the 
language of the fish-market. The first Time 
was April 7, 1880, when he called his Demo- 
cratic colleague, Clymer, of Pennsylvania, a 
liar in open House. At this time Mr. Sparks 
was hear i to say that Mr. Clymer had agreed 
to permit a vote on an amendment in the 
House, but that he had withdrawn his as- 
sent because of the bulldozing of those 
who opposed the proposition. To this Mr. 
Clymer, when the confusion had somewhat 
subsided, replied that he had received no re- 
quest from the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, or any member of that Committee, to 
allow a vote in the House on the amend- 
ment. Mr. Sparks at once 
RUSHED TOWARD MR. CLYMER, 
wildly gesticulating, and, exclaiming in the 
loudest toudest tones, “Does the gentleman 
from Pennsylvanla itisinuate that this does 
not come from the Committee on Military 
Affairs? If he does, he lies. That is 
all there is about it.” When the 
last sentence was uttered Mr. Sparks was 
standing within an arm's length of Mr. 
Clymer, with his clenched hand in close 
proximity to that gentleman’s face, Mem- 
bers crowded forward, shouted for order, 
and the gavel of the Chairman pounding the 
desk increased rather than diminished the 
prevailing disorder. Mr. Sparks repeated 
the offensive words two or three times, 
MR. CLYMER 
remained standing quietly in his place, and, 
in reply to Mr. Sparks’ exhibition of black- 
guardism, simply said: Tou eannot insult 
me!“ laying strong emphasis on the word 
“You.” Sparks subsequently apologized. 
FROM “THE RECORD.” 
To the Western Associated Presa, 

Wasutncron, D. C., Dec. 21.—Mr. Weaver 
made a humorous speech, arraigning the 
Democratie party for inconsistency on the 
financial questioh, and stating that that party, 
in its State and National platforms, en- 
camped every four years on ground where 
the Republicans had encamped four years 
before. He was frequently intefrupted by 
Messrs. Reagan, Warner, Fin! eg, Bland, and 
others., and his replies to them were received 
with laughter on the Republican side.

FUNDING. 
NOTHING DONE. 

Spetial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuné. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—There was 
little progress made in the consideration of 
the Funding bill, as the debate to-day Was 
mostly confined to the political subject which 
ended in the Weaver-Sparks affair. But 
enough was said to indicate that Wood will - 
not be able to forte the passage of the bill 
without mature consideration, and that some 
very radical changes will be proposed to the 
bill. The opposition, it is evident, will pro- 
ceed from two  quarters,—first, from 
the Greenbackérs and the radical anti- 
bank men, like Mills, of Texas, who 
claim the entire funding scheme is 
the device of a syndicate and of the Wall 
street sharks, but who do not propose any 
practical substitute for the plan; second, 
from those who are earnestly in favor of 
some funding plan, but whe do not agree 
with the details of the bill proposed, and 
who wish much greater restrieons placed 
upon any syndicate. 

PROMINENT AMONG THESE 
are Speaker Randall; who earnestly advo- 
cated the bill, but insisted that the provi- 
sions ought to bé changed to prevent double 
interest, to make m certain that the 
premium, if any, should inure to the v- 
ernment, and not to the syndicate, and 
there should be no allowance fof Ftommis- 
sions to the syndicate and that the Secretary 
of the Treasury should have no discretion in 
thisrespect in the negotiation of the 
loans.

GOLD NOTES. 

SENATOR BECK’S BILL. 
WasnIneTos, Dec. 21.—The provisions of 
the bill introduced to-day by Senator Beck, 
“to authorize the issue of legal-tender notes 
of the United States upon deposits of gold,” 
are, in substance, as follows: 

1. The right is conferred upon any American 
citizen, firm, or corporation, to deliver to the 
United States Assistant Treasurer at the New 
York Sub-Treasury, United States gold coin in 
sums of $10,000, or any multipie thereof, and, 
upon such delivery, to receive from the New 
York Sub-Treasury an equal amount of legal- 
tender notes of the United States, to be special- 
ly issued by the Secretary of the Treasury for 
this purpose, in denominations of not less than 
$20 each, payable on demand, and in all respects 


similar to the United States legal- tender notes

The bill finally provides that the limitation 
upon the amount of legal-tender notes au- 
thorized by law to be kept in circulation shall 
have no application to legal-tender notes is- 
sued under tnis act.

INAUGURAL DECORATIONS. 
To the Western associated Press. 
Wasuincton, D. C., Dec. A.- The Com- 
mittee appointed to report on a general plan 
of inaugural decorations have concluded 
their work, and recommended a series of 
thirty-eight light arches of gas-pipes over 
Pennsylvania avenue, with appropriate dec- 
orations representing each State in the Union, 
and the decoration of all statues in the city. 
Itis proposed, among other decorations for 
the Executive Mansion, to have about 100 
lanterns of different sizes, and 100 dozen 
hotel candles. The citizens will also be re- 
quested to illuminate their dwellings, places 
of business, etc. The estimated amount to 
properly decorate the streets and public build- 
ings is fixed at $15,000. 
INDIAN AFFAIRS. | 
The House Committee on Indian Affairs 
agreed to report favorably to the House the 
bill to provide for the sale of the remainder 
of the reservation of the confederated Otoe 
and Missouri tribes of Indians, in the States 
of Nebraska and Kansas. It also author- 
izes the Secretary of the Interior to locate 
siad Indians upon other reservation lands, and 
to expend not exceeding $100,000 for their 
comfort and advancement in civilization. 
The Committee also agreed to report favor- 
ably Representative Pound’s bill to author- 
ize the Secretary of the Interior to fulfill 
certain treaty stipulations with the Chip- 
pewa Indians of Lake Superior and Missis- 
sippi. It authorizes and directs the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to place to the credit of 
those Indians $118,406, and prescribes the 
manner of its distribution by the Secretary 
of the Interior for their benefit.

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


New Developments in a Pennsyl- 
vania Murder Committed 
Three Years Ago. 


A Tennessee Murderer Released from 
Jail and Married the 
Next Day. 5 


THE KINTZLER MURDER. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Sreiin’s Grove, Pa., Dec. 21.—In the case 
of Jonathan Moyer, charged with the mur- 
der of Gretchen Kintzler, the Commonwealth 
has submitted very important testimony. 
Yesterday Mary Hartley, ® young woman 
who claims to have accompanied Emanuel 
Ettinger, Uriah Moyer, Israel Erb, and Jona- 
than Moyer and his wife to the scene of the 
tragedy which on Dec. 9, 1877, resulted in 
the murder of John Kintzler and his wife, 
gave a full description of the crime. When 
she looked through the doorway by which 
the four men are said to have en- 
tered, she saw Kintzler in a dying condition, 
and his helpless wife being beaten to death 
by Ettinger. Subsequently she saw him 
take a box of money fronf under the bed and 
divide it, and supplementing the murder and 
robbery with the destruction of the building 
and the dead bodies. To-day she was cor- 
roborated by Mrs. Sarah Benjamin, who 
testified that Jonathan Moyer had repeatedly 
confessed to her his prominent connection 
with the crime. These statements were made 
soon after the murder. 
A cousin of the prisoner testified to some 
damaging declarations made to him 
few weeks before the old couple 
were killed. A bone which gives 
the rotary motion to the forearm was exhib- 
ited to establish the death of Mrs. Kintzler. 
As the husband was over six feet tall, anda 
man of large frame, and his wife small of 
stature, it was contended that the bone must 
have formed a part of her arm. Uriah Moyer 
and Israel Erb were tried for the murder of 
John Kintzler over two years ago, but the 


testimony of Mary Hartley against them not 
having been corroborated, the defendants 
were acquitted, and the cases against Eman- 
uel Ettinger and Jonathan Moyer and wife 
were abandoned. 

The past two years additional evidence 
was secured inst all the defendants ex- 
cept Mrs. Jonathan Moyer, and all the men 
were arrested except Uriah Moyer, who is 
somewhere in the West. In September last 
Ettinger was convicted of murde Mrs. 
Kintzler, and last week in the case of Israel 
Erb a similar verdict was obtained. The 
testimony against Jonathan Moyer appears 
equally ene, The trial will probably be 
concluded by Friday. 


FALSELY ACCUSED, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwne. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 21.—In the Criminal Cour 
to-day all the indictments against Conductor 
William Heaton and Express Agent Vesey, 
charged with robbing baggage on the Kansas 
City, St. Joseph.& Council Bluffs Road, were 
quashed, there being no evidence whatever 
against them, and they were discharged by 
the Court. Each of the indictments against 
Clark were also quashed. The witness Ciem- 
ents, who was pardoned by Gov. Phillips, 
through false representations made by him- 
self and the so-called detective, it is under- 
stood, will de rearrested on other indict- 
ments still pending against him, and returned 
to prison. The proceedings of the Court so 
far give universal satisfaction, as no one here 
believed the arrested men to have been gulity.

HENDRYX.

Paxton, III., Dec. A. — The trial of A. G. 
Hendryx for the murder of Stovenour, on a 
change of venue from McLean, is nearing 
its close. The defense to-day examined a 
number of witnesses,—among them Dick 
Douglass, Jesse and Fred Hendryx, who 
were witnesses of the killing, and Abram G. 
Hendryx, the prisoner. The defense will 
probably rest their case early to-morrow, 
when the prosecution will offer evidence in 
rebuttal. The testimony of de defendant and 
the four witnesses above mentioned would 
acquit the prisoner without doubt, if there 
were no other evidence. As it is, the 
opinions of those who have heard the 
testimony differ materially. The general 
impression seems to that the jury will 
either hang or acquit the prisoner. A new 
trial is to be dreaded, as this case has already 
cost McLean County thousands of dollars. 


FATAL ENCOUNTER. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 21.—A private letter 
from Hawesville gives the particulars of a 
tragedy which occurred there Saturday. 
Charles McAdams shot and killed Philip 
Ryal, at the house of C. G. Sterritt, editor of 
the Plaindealer. Ryal commenced the af- 
fray by firing at McAdams with a pistol, when 
the latter replied with a shotgun with instan- 
taneous fatal result. Both parties were well- 


known and highly connected young men, and 
the excitement over the affair ran at fever 
heat. The two are connected distantly, Mc- 
Adams’ brother marrying Ryal’s sister. 
Family troubles were at the bottom of the 
difficulty. It is said that some remarks by 
McAdams about Ryal’s sister caused the re- 
sentment of the latter, and the fatal encounter 
was the result.

Annual Report of Maj. Lydecker, in 
Charge of the Improvement—What 
Has Been Done Thus Far, and What 
Is Recommended tor the Future. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
WaAsuHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 19.—The follow- 
ing are the main features of the annual re- 
port by Maj. Lydecker, Corps of Engineers, 
on the improvement of the IIlinois River,—

THE REPORT. 

% At the beginning of the year the outfit for 
building brush and stone dams, and for 
dredging, was awaiting completion and trial 
at Peoria, where the work of construction 
had been in progress. Everything having 
been placed in working order, the entire fleet, 
in tow of the steam-scow, was started down 
the river to Pearl Shoals, the point at which 
the season’s work was to begin. In the 
meantime the working organization had been 
perfected, the accumulation of material for 
dams had been commenced, and the channel 
which it was designed to make had been 
marked out. During all the périod of opera- 
tions the river stood at an unusually low 
stage,—a condition most most unfavorable 
for work. The use of damp scows was im- 
possible, and the only course to follow in 
dredging was to open a 1 through the 
bars, casting the exca material in a 
bank beside the cut, with the design of re- 
moving it when the water should rise to a 
sufficient hight. The scows engaged in 
transporting material for the dams could 
take but small loads, and in many cases they 
could not even then be conveniently placed 
beside the dam. 

“There are many sunken logs and snags 
in various parts of the river, which, being 
dangerous obstructions in periods of ordinary 
low water, proved more than usually 
destructive during this season. The new 
tow-boat, running on one of them, was sunk, 
and had to be hauled out for repairs. On 
another, four large barges were sunk,—one 
of them being a total loss.

Tue London press and British politicians 
are green with envy at the finances of the 
American Government as compared with 
their own or that of any European Power 
Blessed with a compulsory military service 
in time of peace. There is reason for this 
envy in the following tables taken from the 
Consular reports recently published by the 
State Department at Washington. The first 
table presents a succinct statement of the 
national debts of various European countries 
in 1865 and 1879 (reduced to gold currency), 
and underneath the footings we have placed 
the figures for the United States for 1865 and 
1880:

This table shows that England and the 
Netherlands are the only European countries 
that have reduced their debts since 1865, and 
that even in these two instances the reduc- 
tion has been comparatively slight. In fif- 
teen years the indebtedness of European 
nations has nearly doubled, while that of the 
United States has been reduced one-third. 
In 1880 it owes less than France, Great Brit- 
ain, Russia, Spain, Austria-Hungary, and 
Italy. The next table exhibits the aggregate 
budgets (in gold currency) of the European 
States for the same years:

This table shows that, while the indebted- 
ness of Europe has increased with alarming 
rapidity, the current expenses have been in- 
creasing as fast as the debts.

last fl., cal year were $267,642,957, and during 
this period the population of the United 
States has increased from 35 millions to W 
millions. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL BEAR-GARDEN. 

Idleness frequently leads to disorderly con- 
duct. The records of Congress, as well as 
the proceedings of the Police Court, attest 
this fact. The disgraceful scene that oc- 
curred in the House of Representatives yes- 
terday could unquestionably have been 
avoided by serious and assiduous application 
to business. In such case an entire after- 
noon would not have been wasted in a 
partisan quarrel between the Greenbackers 
and the Democrats, and in che absence of an 
acrimonious political debate there would 
have been no personal al 
the nature of ar-room row. Itis difficult 
‘to say which was the more reprehensible ele- 
ment of yesterday’s session,—the exchange of 
low epithets and show of fight, or the crim- 
inal misuse of the public time which led up 
to the scandal. ° 

If the House of Representatives was yes- 
terday very much like a bear-garden, the 
Democrats were the bears, and Gen. Weaver, 


reach of his arm. Sparks became very 
dramatic at this, and indulged himself in the 
cheap luxury of “hurling back with scorn,” 
etc. Weaver wag still good-natured, and said 
he had no doubt that all of them were right, 
but that his “fighting weight was 155 
pounds.” This brought down the House, 
and Weaver joined in the merriment it 
created. But the ridicule only served to ir- 
ritate Sparks the more, and he replied that 
Weaver was wanting in the qualities of a 
gentleman, and had shown it in the late 
election.“ This was more insulting than 
grammatical, and Weaver got angry for the 
first time during the colloguy. “ You're a 
liar,” said Weaver, and stepped promptly 
from his seat and down to the front, as if 
prepared to make good his words. You’re 
a scoundrel!” said Sparks, but did not step 
promptly to the front. If he had done so, 
blows would actually have passed. But 
Sparks rather drew back to the desk behind 
him, and before Weaver could reach him 
several gentlemen had seized the former, 
and, with great difficulty, dragged him away 
from Sparks’ desk. Others rushed to Sparks, 
but it really did not seem to be necessary, 
for Sparks had not even stepped into 
the aisle, though he was next to it, 
and showed no eagerness for the 
fray until Weaver was securely heid, 
nor until he (Sparks) had several gentle- 
men holding him. Then Speaker Randall 
rushed to the chair, summoned the authori- 
ty of the United States in the person of the 
Sergeant-at-Arms and the mace bearing the 
counterfeit resemblance of the American 
eagle. Order was speedily restored, the 
Committee arose, and the House adjourned. 

The scene was unqualifiedly disgraceful, 
but Sparks was the principal offender. It 
was he who furnished the provocation when 
he declared that Weaver was no gentle- 
man. Weaver’s good-natured taunts did 
not warrant a resort to low-flung lan- 
guage from Sparks when the lat⸗ 
ter found himself unable to cope 
with the former in sarcasm. Sparks is given 
to offensive language. He was obliged to 
apologize to the House last session for call- 
ing Hiester Clymera liar. He has now made 
himself more conspicuous by the altercation 
with Weaver than he ever would have been 
otherwise. Ile has never shown any other 
ability than that of gratuitously mixing up 
in debates, to which he contributes neither 
sense nor humor. He is only Chairman of 
the Military Committee under the Democratic 
rule of the House because “he stood on 
the ‘street-corners cussing the War” dur- 
ing the struggle for the maintenance of 
the Union. Weaver's only mistake during 
the day was in losing his temper at the very 
last, and thus spoiling the advantage which 
he had held during the entire debate by rea- 
son of his coolness, wit, and hard facts. It 
is likely that the unseemly exhibition of 
blackguardism yesterday will pass without 
any fitting reproof from Congress, because of 
the fiction that the House was sitting as a 
Committee of the Whole. Mr. Covert, of New 
York, was Chairman of this fictitious Commit- 
tee, and when he made a formal report to 
the House in this character he did not refer 
to the altercation that had taken place. Con- 
sequently the House cannot take offi- 
cial notice of the row unless it shall 
be brought up in some other shape. 
The only significant feature of the 
disgraceful scene is that it will effectu- 
ally prevent any combination between the 
Democrats and Greenbackers for the control 
of the next House, even if the former had 
cherished so forlorn ahope. Indeed, it was 
probably the consciousness of the utter im- 
practicability of such an arrangement that 
made the Democrats fret and fume so help- 
lesly during Weaver’s telling criticisms and 
taunts,

THE REFUNDING BILL. 

Yesterday’s session of Congress demon- 
strated that the promise made by the Demo- 
crats, early in the session, that a refunding 
measure should be passed in the House be- 
fore the holiday recess, was without any 
good foundation. The Committee of Ways 
and Means agreed upon their scheme prompt- 
ly, and it was understood to be acceptable in 
the main to the Administration, but the 
House had consented to give portions of only 
two days to the consideration of the bill, and 
the time during those two days was 
mainly exhausted by ridiculous Green- 
back speeches and partisan controversy. 
When it became evident that nobody was 
prepared to speak to the bill, Mr. Wood, 


Mr. Randall also criticized the payment of 
double interest, and stated that, as nearly as 
he could figure it ont, $14,000,000 of ad- 
ditional interest have thus been paid 
out during the process of re- 
funding into the 4 per cents, But 
Mr. Wood contended that a repetition 
of this experience is averted by the section 
directing the exchange of old and new bonds, 
which provides that the interest pending the 
exchange shall be averaged between the two 
classes of securities. 

But the practical value of these and all 
other suggestions was lost in the turmoil 
that subsequently ensued, and what little 
discussion there has been on the subject of 
refunding will count for nothing until Con- 
gress shall reconvene after the holidays.

SUPREME COURT LABORS. 

The wholly unnecessary labor now im- 
posed upon the Judges of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court by requiring written opinions 
in every case heard by them, is attracting 
the attention of the Bar to the propriety of 
amending the law on the subject. In the or- 
ganization of the Appellate Courts, the law 
was so framed that written opinions were 
only demanded in cases where the judg- 
ment of the court below was reversed, and, 
as not more than one case in four from the 
Circuit Courts is reversed, opinions in only 
that proportion of cases have to be written 
out by the Appellate Judges. This saving 
of labor and time is immense. 

Mr. James L. High, of this city, has pre- 
pared a bill, to be submitted for discussion 
to the State Bar Association, proposing to 
extend this same practice to the Supreme 
Court. The proposed bill reads: 


Be it enacted, etc., That Sec. 16 of an act enti- 
tled An act to revise the law in relation to the 
Supreme Court.“ which reads as follows: In 
the decision of cases submitted to the Supreme 
Court, the opinions of the Justices shall be de- 
livered in writing, and filed with the other papers. 
Such opinions shall also be spread at large upon 
the records of the Court,” be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: “ In case 
the judgment, order, or decree from which ar 
appeal or writ of error may have been prose- 
cuted shall be affirmed by the Supreme Court. 
such Court shall make an order affirming the 
same, but shall not be required to give any writ- 
ten opinion therein; and, in case such judgment, 
order, or decree shall be reversed, and the case 
remanded to the Court from which such — 1 — 
or writ of error shall have been prosecuted, the 
Supreme Court shall state briefly in writing the 
reasons for such reversal, and file the same with 
the files in said cause, and the same shall be 
spread at large upon the records of the Court. 
In all cases where opinions in writing shail be 
filed as aforesaid, they shall be signed by each of 
the Justices approving the same, and each of the 
Justices dissenting therefrom shall indicate his 
dissent in writing thereon.” 


Should this bill become a law it will re- 
lieve the Supreme Court of at least two- 
thirds, and perhaps more, of the labors now 
imposed on the members in the way of writ- 
ing opinions. Thereafter, the Court, after 
hearing a case, if they affirm the judgment 
below, shall so order, and there stop. 

In case they shall reverse a judgment, they 
are required to state in writing, briefly, the 
reasons for the reversal. This certainly is 
all that should be required. The decision 
of the Circuit or Appellate Court, and the 
reasons therefor, should be accepted as the 
law, needing no elaboration by the Supreme 
Court. All the public or private interests 
should demand, or can justly demand, is a 
mere affirmance of the judgment, It is enough, 
when the Supreme Court shall reverse a 
judgment of the Circuit or Appellate Court, 
to require that the Supreme Court should 
give the reasons for the dissent, these being 
necessary for the guidance of the lower 
courts in the future hearing of the case. It 
is to be hoped that Mr. High’s bill will prove 
acceptable to the Bar, and that it will be en- 
acted by the Legisiature. The IIlinois Re- 
ports are becoming enormous in their numer- 
ical magnitude, and everything that will cut 
off unnecessary additions to them will bea 
public benefaction and a relief to the pro- 
fession, as it will enable the Supreme Court 
to transact its business much more expedi- 
tiously than is now possible.

BILLIARDS, 
SLOSSON AHEAD.

Pants, Dec. 21.—The second night’s play 
in the match for the ehampionship of the 
world between Maurice Vignaux and George 
F. Slosson was begun this evening before a 
very large audience. A number of 
distinguished people were present. M. 
Gambetta was among the spectators, 
accompanied by his secretary, M. Arnaud 
de L’Ariege. The bails having been re- 
placed in the positions they occupied last 
evening when Vignaux reached 600, and had 
left an uncompleted run, the referee at 
five minutes past 9 o’clock called 
the players to the game. Vign- 
aux came forward and resumed 
his unfinished play ‘of last evening and ran 
49, when he missed a shot and retired to his 
seat. Slosson followed with 1, fouling the 
cue-ball in the second shot. Score, 659 to 
$22. 

In the second innings Vignaux made 

SOME BRILLIANT OPEN-TABLE PLAY, 
and got the balls to the rail for what promised 
to be large figures, but when he reached 41 
he slipped up and-gave way to Slosson. The 
American player seemed somewhat nervous 
on account of the error in his first inning, 
and played very cautiously, but only netted 
a run of 22, which left the score at 700 to 334. 

Vignaux, partly by rail and partly by 
some bold shots in the open table, got the 
balls well placed and settled down to hard 
work, speedily reaching 100, which an- 
nouncement was met with much applause. 
He remained quiet under it, however, and 
resumed play calmly until a total of 117 was 
reached, when he again missed. 

SLOSSON MADE SOME GOOD PLAYING 
here, many of the shots being exceedingly 
well executed, but he only reached 45 when 
he failed to count. The marker again an- 
nounced the game as Vignaux 817, Siosson 
389,—the figures including the twa nights’ 
play up to this point. 

Nothing further of note occurred until 
Slosson came to the table in the eighth in- 
ning, when by some delicate play along the 
rail, crossing the balk lines, heran 269. The 
French expert watched Slosson closely but 
quietly from bis place, and when he passed 
250 the rumors of his large runs in private 
practice 

BEGAN TO BE REPEATED NERVOUSLY 
among the friends of Vignaux, but at 269 the 
suspense was over. and Siosson sat down. 
He followed this run with others of 10, 49, 
and 33, seeming to play with steadi- 
ness and waiting an opportunity 
for a grand effort. This came to him 
shortly afterward, when, after getting the 
balls into good position, he carried them to 
the railand tnere, by cool and steady play, 
ran’ 211. Vignaux meanwhile had been 
unable to obtain more than 70 in 
one run, which he made in the 
twelfth inning. The score now stood, 
by Slosson’s run of 211, at 994 for Slosson 
and 899 for Vignaux. As this call was made 

THERE WAS GREAT EXCITEMENT 
in the room, all play bemg suspended for 
some little time, while the admirers of the 
American cheered him lustily, in which they 
were generously joined by a great many of 
the French spectators. 

In the fifteenth, sixteenth, and seventeenth 
innings Slosson, who was greatly encouraged 
by the position of affairs, ran 38, 114, and 48, 
a portion of which was made along the rails, 
but also by some finely executed round-the- 
table shots. 

In the seventeenth inning Vignaux took 
the balls o be long rail, and nursing them 
with great delicacy made 111, carrying the 
balls from back line to back line. 

VIGNAUX WAS CORDIALLY CHEERED 
as he passed the hundred point, and in the 
nextinning he made 18 from some difficult 
positions requiring care and nicety of touch. 

Slosson only needed two to make his score 
the 1,200 necessary to conclude the second 
night’s play, and this he gotatonce. The 
players then stopped for the evening, the 
scorestanding: 

SLOSSON, 1,200; VIGNAUX, 1,050, 
The balls are left in fairly good position on 
the long rail for Slosson to-morrow to re- 
sume his unfinished run. The average to- 
night was 48.14% for Slosson, which is far 
ahead of anything done. before at this 
game. Vignaux’s average was 25. The 
total number of innings in the two 
evenings’ play is 37. As soon 
as the play was stopped both men were con- 
gratulated by many of the spectators on 
their brilliant shots during the evening, and 
Slusson was the recipient of a spe- 
cial handshaking by his admirers. At 
the commencement of the evening 
Vignaux was a strong favorit 
in the betting, odds of three to one being 
freely laid on him. ‘Toward the close there 
was considerable hedging, which brought 
the odds down to even figures, and after the 
game was over bets were offered so generally 
on Slosson that even money could not be 
placed on him against Vignaux.

If this were the only case of 
the kind it wouid be excusable; but itis not, for 
violations of the ordinance are coming to the 
the Department every day.

SMALI- POX. 

Four new cases of small-pox were reported 
yesterday. One of them was from No. 112 West 

andolph street, the patient being a saloon- 
keeper, with whom hundreds have come in con- 
tact no doubt; another was from No. 201 West 
Polk street, where the Medical 
recummends the removal of 
family of six; and the other 
were from No. 89 South Peoria street, from 
whence several cases have been taken during the 
last few days, and where the situation is such 
that the house has been quarantined. All of 
the 3 were taken to the small-pox hos- 
pital. 

The report that a teacher in the Douglas 
School was down with the disease had the elfect 
during the day to somewhat stir up the Health 
Department, especially since a child had been 
taken from the school to the hbdspital 
some days ago with the disease and 
was not expected to live. Dr. De Wolf 
was very solicitous about the situation, and as a 
precautionary measure determined late in the 
afternoon to cause a thorough examination to 
be made of the pupils in all of the schoo.s, with 
a view to the revaccinating of all who are not 
thoroughly protected against the disease. He 
estimates that about 7,000 of the children attend- 
ing the schools are possibly unprotected, not 
having been vaccinated since wen and 
to-day his Medical Inspectors will set 
about examining them, and when vaccination 
is deemed necessary the chiid is given a note to 
that effect to its parents. It will take about ten 
days to gothrough the schools, but he thinks it 
will be well-spent labor. Parents, however,should 
not wait for the visitation on the prin- 
ciple that an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of oure, and should see 
to it that their children are _ revaccinated, 
—that is, those who have not been vaccinated 
within the last five or seven years. The vaccine 
may not take,“ but if it does not, itis an evi- 
dence that the child is on and, while 
there is no real occasion for alarm as yet, the 
experiment is worth the trying. It can do no 
harm, costs but little, and may save both sick- 
ness death,

DOUBT. 


PROF. FRANCIS L. PATTON 

lectured last evening in Campbell Park Presby- 
terian Church upon “ Doubts.” The audience 
was not large, but those who braved the ele- 
ments were amply compensated. Dr. Patton, in 
all his lectures, assumes the manner of one who 
has dropped in upon his hearers to have a plain, 
social talk with them, and his remarks iast 
evening were no exception to the rule. Among 
other things, Dr. Patton said that men ought to 
recognize a distinction in religion, as they do in 
matters pertaining to the daily life of the 
average being. They ought to be modest 
in thinking of the solemn questions 
embraced in what is termed religion. So far as 
he was concerhed, if he were to shut out all the 
knowledge which he had acquired at second 
hand and rely solely upon what he knew by some 
23 of intuition, there would be precious 
ittle left, and he had no doubt but many of his 
hearers were like him in that regard. It was 
legitimate but not incumbent upoa people to 
doubt. It was not to the credit of the philoso- 
phers of the early 1 of the present century 
that they doubted the truth of the Divine 
word, but their very doubts and assump- 
tions had laid the foundation for the pro- 
found erudition and scholarship of the last 
twenty-five years which had produced so many 
thinking men, who had rightiy interpreted the 
Scriptures and set at rest the so-called dogmas 
of theology. 

The Rationalistic doubter made two serious 
mistakes: First, as to the proper office of rea- 
son in matters of belief; and second, as to the 

roper methods of reason in matters of faith. 

he speaker said the outgrowth of this agitation 
was a never-ceasing conflict of opinion, and it 
had now become the custom in many cases for 
the Rationalistic thinker to outpope the Pope 
and confer infaliibility upon himself, so far as 
his opinions were concerned. 80 far as 
research had been able to b to light 
evidences of the early davs of Christianity, 
the historical writings of the Bible had been 
found to be true, and the speaker thought the 
natural history of unbelief needed a historian. 

Prof. Patton gave a very humorous definition 
of science as applied to the dissemination of 
skeptical doctrines. Occasionally some free- 
thinker, clothed in the infallibility of his per- 
sonal assumption of what was the truth, sat 
himself down and prepared an exhaustive paper 
in proof of some self-assumed doctrine tending 
to show the wonderful growth of science. The 
Quarterly Keview, of course , passed its infallibie 
opinion on the merits of the paper. Then some 
religious paper made an attack upon 
it, which was, of course, followed by 
a leading editorial in the daily press. After 
a lapse of time, the small country weekly dis- 
covered that such a paper had been written, and 
the editor wrote an editorial on the ee 
From the profound knowledge thus acquired, 
the corner-orator was shortly discovered hold- 
ing forth to a group of admiring friends upon 
tue inroads of science, the propagation of the 
Darwinian system, and the slow but sure de- 
cline of oe belief. 

u must determine whether the writings 
of the Bible are properly attested as revela- 
tions from God, and the function of rea- 
son was to interpret the ae of 
those writings. Science, philosophy, and religion 
were in the precise condition of the three sis- 
ters living in the one house and disagreeing un- 
der any and all circumstances. What was need- 
ed was a reconciliation between the sisterhood 
that would bring about peace and the old-time 
friendly feelings. He believed the day not far 
distant when the men who have for carte been 

out upon the broad sea of infidelity and 
unbelief would return to their early ideas of

NO MORE PORK. 
HOW THE TRADE HAS FALLEN OFF. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday conversed with 
several West Side butchers on the subject 
of the recent cases of trichine. They 
were all willing enough, with one or two excep- 
tions, to acknowledge that the cases of sickness 
were undoubtedly as the doctors diagnosed them, 
and that the eating of uncooked diseased pork 
was at the bottom of the trouble. The excep- 
tions referred to, however, stoutly maintained 
that pork ne ver did get unhealthy, and that the 
idea of any one’s — K aught but benefit 
from its use was absurd. They insisted that the 
trichine patients had, at the same time they in- 
dulged in the pork, partaken ot some rotten veg- 
etables or other unhealthy food, but that of 
course the pork got blamed for the sickness. 

Has it affected the sale of pork?” a West 
Randolph street butcher remarked; “I should 
say it had. The sale has fallen off one-half. 
It's perfectly awful. I never saw people 80 
frightened before. There are customers of 
mine who have been eating pork all their liv 
and now they won't touch it. For several days 
had a quantity of fresh pork left on my hands 
to spoil. The price has not gone down yet, be- 
cause the farmers, who have heard of the pork 
scare, are not sending iu their hogs.” 

Do you place any faith in the reported cases 


of trichinw?”’ 


* Certainly; now and then there is a bad piece 
of pork which will cause this. trouble, but if the 
meat is cooked no harm will comeofit. Itis 
this horrible sausage which is to blame in such 
cases. What can you expect when you are 
given to eat a mass of raw pork which is chucked 
into a brine barrel im the evening, and then next 
morumg shoved by sheer force intoa lot of en- 
trails? I eat lots of pork, have fed my famil 
upon it for fourteen years, but you won't fin 
any sausage either in my shop or my home.” 

“Do you think the scare will last any time?” 

am afraid that it will. I remember once or 
twice before that the people got worked up over 
some such cases, but it was nothing so bad as 
at present. Every day the demand for 
pork grows smaller, and, Mt it keeps 
going on in this way, the business will be dead 
ina week. Of course, the papers had aright to 
wet up this sensation,—that’s their business,— 
but if they would only turn round now and ex- 
plain to the people that — when thoroughly 
cooked is perfectly harmiess under all circum- 
stances, they would undo much of the harm 
they have done us.“ 

Inquiries on the North and South Sides show 
that a similar abhorrence to pork is manifested 
there also, and those places which make a spe- 
cialty of hams and sausages are in a bad way, 
their trade having fallen off fully one-half.

Money in London, the Temes of Dec. 2 said, for 
some time past has been absorbed slowly by im- 
proving trade, and through the successful float- 
ing of a variety of new enterprises. 

In the British trade retarnas for November, im- 
ports show an increase of nearly 12 per cent on 
these for November last year, and this is the 
more remarkabie, inasmuch as they in their 
turn showed the large inerease of W per cent 
over the figures for 1874. In other words, the 
total value of the imports for the month just 
closed shows an increase of about 45% per cent 
on the figures for November, 1878. As regards 
the export figures, which give an increase of 
about il per cent on those ot November last 
year, there is not much to be said, unless atten- 
tion is directed to the fact that iron and steel 
again show a serious reduction in the quantity 
exported, although the higher prices ruling make 
the values show arn increase. The buon move- 
ments of the month show a net export of 
£1,140,000 in gold, as against a net export of 
23.600, 000 in November, 1879. 

The Philadelphia Ledger does not remember 
atanytimein many months to have seen the 
anthracite coal trade in a more jubilant condi- 
tion than it is now, the end of the first week of 
the last arrangement entered into by all the 
leading coal companies to work but half time. 
There is no change in the coudition of the mar- 
ket, - no scareity of coal, no advance in prices, 
very little, if any, reduction of stocks of coal on 
hand. The only noticeable change is a large de- 
mand for coal from consumers, who are now 
free buyers at prices they could have bought at 
any time within the last two or three months, 
but the faint hope that there might be a break 
among producers, and coal sell at lowest prices 
latest in the season, restrained them, The last 
action in the trade, agreeing to mit production, 
bas had more to doin giving tone to the market 
than woulda reduction of twice the amount 
that it will be lessened had it been effected 
through some natural cause, or outside ef a 
mutual understanding. Consumers of coal are 
now assured that there is harmony among pro- 
ducers and no likelihood of a break in prices 
among them. The market is steady in the 
present, and the outlooks all that could be do- 
sired.

INDIANA, 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec, 21,—Prominent 
politicians throughout the State are receiv- 
ing through the mail neatly-printed pam-- 
phiets entitled The Weleome to the Hon. 
Albert G. Porter at Washington. D. C.“ 
Coming on the heels of the Streight caucus, 
and at a time when certain partiesare urging 
the name of Mr. Porter for United States 
Senator, their presence has given rise to the 
report that they are published in the interest 
of those opposing Gen. Harrison’s candidacy. 
It may be well to say that this report has 
no foundation in fact. The welcome ex- 
tended Gov. Porter on his return to Wash- 
ington after the close of the campaign 
was so hearty and interesting that his friends 
in that city desired an account of it in some 
more permanent form than that afforded by 
the columns of a daily newspaper, and for 
this purpose a few of them divided the ex- 
pense of publishing the proceedings in pam- 
phlet form. The work is neatly done, and, 
besides a brief description of the attention 
and respect paid Mr. Porter, it contains the 
speeches made at the informal reception at 
the Rigas House immediately on his arrival, 
and at the more formal reception tendered 
him by the clerks of the First Controller’s 
office. It is without political significance, 
although it shows that Mr. Porter is not less 
esteemed in Washington than in Indiana. 

In reply to the Hon. William Lawrence’s 
address, Mr. Porter expressed very happily 
the Influences which contributed to make 
indiana a Republican State. He said: “I 
may, I believe, without indelleaey, claim to 
have worked with great ardor and persist- 
ence to bring on the fortunate result which 
has occasioned so much rejoicing, but I must 
not claim the praise chiefly for myself. The 
Committees, National, State, and local, zeal- 
ously performed their duties, and, more than 
all else, the plain, unofficial people 
holding no office, seeking no »prefer- 
ment, who would not have accepted 
office if it had been tendered them, 
did work whieh no words can fully com- 
mend.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 21.—The third annual 
meeting of the Mississippi Valley’ Cane- 
Growers’ Association convened in Polytech- 
nie Hall at 10 a. m. and was, called to order 
by the President, the Hon. I. A. Hedges, of 
St. Louis.

Case Near Philadel. 
phia. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 21.—Seth Foster, of 
Kirkwood, across the Delaware River, was 
bitten by a dog six weeks ago, and is now be- 
lieved to be threatened with death from 
hydrophobia. The case is a peculiar one, 


and excites much interest. Foster was out 


rabbit -hunting with his dog. She struck a 
rabbit track, but, with a spirit of disobedi- 
ence never before exhibited by her, obstinate- 
ly refused to follow it, although again and 
again urged on by her master, Foster at last 
got the animal upon. the trail, but, 
instead of taking up the trail, she turned 
upon him savagely, and bit him upon 


the right thumb, inflicting a deep and lacer- 


ating wound near the joint. Alarmed and 
angry, Foster leveled his gun at the animal 
and fired, but failed to hit it. Foster then 
returned home as quickly as possible, and 
exhibited his wounded hand to his wife, 
who immediately applied onion and salt to 
| the wound. In the meantime the dog was 
shotand killed by a neighbor. Foster did 
not suffer a great deal from the wound, but 
was evidently terribly alarmed. Whisky 
was applied to. the injured thumb, and 
later Mrs. Foster covered it with a 
poultice made of mild indigo root which, it 
was said by many of the country people, 
would heal the cicatrice and thorougly eradi- 
cate the germsof hydrophobia if any existed, 

The wound finally healed, leaving a deep 
sear somewhat red anda little tender, but 
otherwise exhibiting no peculiarity. To all 
appearances Foster had recovered from the 
effects of the bite, although many of the old 
residents of the neighborhood said, He'll 
feel it again some day.” He did. On 
Wednesday, the 15th inst., he was taken 
with chills. The thumb began to itch 
and smart, and he felt shooting pains 
in his arm. On Friday he suffered head- 
ache accompanied by melancholy and gen- 
eral indispgsition. To these symptoms were 
added a decided dread of water, and it was 
only after the greatest difficulty that he could 
be indueed to swallow medicine. He im- 
agined that he saw a dog in the medicine, 
and with this idea firmly impressed upon his 
mind would snap savagely at the offered 
spoon, and grind his teeth together viciously, 
On Saturday there was no material change 
in his condition, excepting that his mind 
began to wander, and he became 80 
irritable and peevish that the members of 
his family, becoming thoroughly frightened, 
humored him in every way to 2 him 
quiet. On Sunday many persons cal deen 
see him, Foster became mg much ex 
and tore around the house like a mad man, 
tearing up the carpet and throwing the fur- 
niture around promiscuonsly. It required 
six men to subdue him. Toward even he 
became calm, but his mind continued to 
wander, while his dread of water and fluids 
increased, The very sight of them caused a 
momentary spasm of horror to convulse 
him, and it was lain to see that 
their presence caused him the utmost pain. 
These symptoms continued throughout 
Monday, and up to last evening they had un- 
Des no change. To-day his face has a 
haggard and distressed appearance, fear, 
anxiety,and horror being depict ted upon eveTy 
feature. The pupils are dilated, and the eyes 
have a wild, glaring expression, The voice 
is hoarse and low, and inclined to be shrill. 

He gazed upon the reporter with an unset- 
tled look, and his appearance and actions, 
combined with the incoherent and unintel- 
— ible expressions he made, showed unmis- 

takably that his reason had fled, 

Mrs. Foster stated that he had not slept 
for six nights, and that it was as much as 
they could do to keep him from wandering 
from the house. Although at times he ap- 
pears to be sleepy, he will not go to bed. 

The physicians are of the opinion that he 
is afflicted with hydrophobia, and express no 
hope for his recovery. ‘The most remarkable 
feature of Foster’s case, if it be hydrophobia 
is the duration of the attack. In all recorded 
cases the period varies from eighteen hours 
to a week, the average, however, being three 
days. In the large majority of gases the 
patient dies infour days. This isthe seventh 
day of Foster’s attack, and if his illness 
proves to be hy drophobia, his is the first case 
of the kind on record where the 1 sur- 
vived a week after the attack. e dread of

Protection Against Bogus Butter. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Curcaao, Dec. 21L.—1 have noticed in several 
issues of your paper diferent articles in rela- 
tion to butter, butterine, and oleomargarine, 
advising legislation to compel manufacturers of 
these several grades of ines to place on each 
and every package just what kind of grease the 
package contains, to enable the dealer to dis- 
tinguish between real butter and the other 
substitutes. 

A synopsis of a law to be submitted to the 
Legislature for enactment was framed and pub- 
lished at length in your paper. As I interpreted 
it. the framing of such a law was solely in the 
interest of the manufacturer of genuine butter 
and cheese, who seeks to place a check upon the 
sale of olemargaripe, buttcrine, tallowine, lard- 
ine, and all of the other ines.“ The passage of 
such a law would most certainly be a protection 
to the makers of real butter and cheese, but 1 
cannot see how the consumer is to derive any 
benefits from the act.
